Antoni & Alison don’t set 
out to break the rules, 
they just like to do things 
their way. Victoria Purcell 
meets south London’s 
quirkiest, loveliest, art- 
cum-fashion house duo

T hey shook up the fashion 
world with their very first 
collection, put together with 
just &200, and 25 years later 
they’re still doing it. They’ are 
Antoni Burakowski and Alison 
Roberts, formally known as The 
House of Antoni & Alison. 

But there’s nothing formal 
about this double act. On 
meeting at Central St Martins in 1982, Antoni and 
Alison fast become firm friends and moved into 
a flat in the “magical; all Dickensian” Lant Street, 
Borough. In 1987, shortly after graduating. The 
House of Antoni and Alison was born with their 
first collection. Be Happy, which ‘reinvented the 
medium of graphic on T-shirt’. That first collection, 
now considered iconic, was to be a one-off, 
produced simply 
because - as is still 
very much the case 
today - they wanted 
to work together. 

“We were only going 
to do one collection,” 
says Antoni. 

“We were going to 
go around the world 
then,” adds Alison. 

“We didn’t go 
around the world,” 
says Antoni. 

This is a typical 
Antoni and Alison 
dialogue; the two 
regularly finish each 
other’s sentences, and 
they’re so chatty and warm it’s easy to forget you’re 
there to conduct an interview. 1 felt more like I’d 
popped round for a cuppa with friends. 

“We spent £200, made a collection, got a £200 
order and thought, that’s brilliant,” says Alison, 
before Antony picks up the tale: “Then somebody 
said, ‘You’ve got to do another one now’. Oh right, 
do we really? Then we thought, we don’t mind, let’s 
do another one. It’s been a really funny ride.” 

1 don’t doubt that for a second. It seems that all 
Antoni & Alison creations are born of a sense of 
adventure; a shared desire to create something 
nobody has thought of before. In fact, the duo 
has always maintained they are more art house 
than fashion house, experimenting in film and 
photography too. But with all these ideas flying 
around, where do they begin when it comes to 
sitting down to design a new collection? 


‘We play with things. 

We have no themes. 

We don’t follow any trends.

“We play with things. We have no themes. 

We don’t follow any trends. We work from scratch,” 
says Antoni. “We work in a much more spontaneous 
way. We take the mickey completely out of 
ourselves. Everything is just an experiment really.” 

To build such a successful career on a series of 
‘experiments’ is testament to just how talented this 
pair really is, so talented that they were invited to 
open London Fashion Week in February this year 
after taking a seven-year hiatus from catwalk shows. 
They obviously impressed with their show titled 
Models Walking Up and Down in Dresses, because 
they were invited back to open September’s LFW 
with their spring-summer collection. New Work. It’s 
a fitting recognition of their 25th anniversary, and 
one wonders how it feels to have worked together 
for a quarter of a century? 

“It’s gone like that,” says Antoni, clicking his 

fingers. “It really 
has. And the funny 
thing is people still 
think we’re young 
designers because 
the work has got 
that way about it - a 
bit of a soft anarchy, 
a bit of playfulness, 
a bit of ‘let’s be 
quite witty and 
funny here’. Though 
it’s not always 
intentional!” 

“It’s got that 
freshness,” adds 
Alison. “We always 
thought it’d be nice 
if, about 100 years 
after we’ve gone, they’d say, ‘These two geniuses 
were so ahead of their time..laughs Alison. 

“Twenty five years is just a number, it’s a nice 
number though, it’s really good. Well done Al,” says 
Antoni, nudging Alison and laughing. “We’ve not 
had a huge amount to do with the industry, we’ve 
made our work the way we wanted to, and that’s 
the really nice way of doing it. 1 think that’s why 
we’ve carried on. You still have to make work, we 
like to sell work, but it’s great that’s it’s always a bit 
word-of-mouth.” 

Did they set out all those years ago with notions 
of being a bit anti-establishment? 

“We’re just not particularly bothered by [the 
industry]. I’ve always just been a bit, ‘let’s try this’. 

1 think you should make your own rules.” 

“The fashion industry can just plod along,” says 
Alison. “It needs shaking up, otherwise it becomes 
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just trend-led, just about tear sheets, 
or you’ve seen it like that so you do 
it like that. That’s lazy. What we do 
is anti-lazy-establishment. We see it 
as a challenge to be original.” 

“Fashion Week is really 
fantastic, but 1 don’t think it’s 
all about the show. It feels a bit 
like that’s the icing and there 
is a cake somewhere too, and 
we quite like that cake.” 

“That kind of fashion buzz 
isn’t our buzz,” explains Alison. 

“We get a buzz if somebody we 
respect likes the work or buys 
a piece.” 

“Like when Kiki Smith bought 
two of our dresses,” says Antoni. 

“That was really lovely.” 

“People think we don’t 
like fashion at all,” says 
Alison, “But we do. We 
love the constrains of 
it and we love to make 
something from scratchy 
when everybody’s full 
of lookbooks and all 
the rest. It’s a challenge 
and we feel quite brave 
to have worked in this 
industry. It gives us constrains - unlike an artist who 
can create a piece of work over five years, we have 
to do it every sixth months, we have to finish it.” 

“At the beginning we used to fight all that,” 
continues Antoni. “But now we’ve embraced that 
whole side of things. You can use things really 
cleverly. Often we just turn things upside down, then 
we love it. We had a collection called 1 Hate My 
Skirt, based on things we hated, and it was perfect 
because at the end of it we loved them.” 

One thing they certainly looked at in a different 
way was their quaint, homely studio, a four-storey 
Georgian townhouse just around the corner 
from the Lant Street flat they shared as students. 
(Reminiscing about those days, when Borough 
Market was purely for traders, there was no Tate, no 


Shard, and “you had to get a taxi to the 
other side of Southwark Bridge then 
walk home” because no taxi would 
cross the river south. “We felt like 
pioneers,” says Antoni.) 

They spotted their studio-to-be 
around 10 years ago, while filling 
up with petrol across the road. 
“Alison had moved to 
Rotherhithe, 1 was still in Lant 
Street, and we’d moved the 
studios to Rosebuiy Avenue. 

Then there was this house. We 
fell in love with the place. It was 
completely dilapidated. But it just 
felt like coming home. They always 
say location, location, location; but 
for us it’s about falling in love with 
a building. 

“We didn’t want a 
clean office environment, 
we wanted a house, a 
proper home for our 
work. This is our studio, 
our creative space where 
we do what we like.” 

The duo set about the 
huge project with gusto, 
turfing out years of junk, 
opening up rooms, 
erecting walls and creating a lovely roof terrace. 

The place is kitted out sparingly and charmingly 
with reclaimed pieces: four chairs from the Beatles’ 
dressing room at the ABC Theatre in Northampton 
line up against the wall; the wooden flooring is 
original; the front door is from Vauxhall salvage 
specialists Lassco; and the worn leather sofas picked 
up from outside a shop that was closing down. 

The 50s light fittings were being disposed of by 
Peter Jones during a refurbishment, and then there 
are the huge light instalments propped up against 
a wall - rescued from Blackpool illuminations. 

And that’s just the reception room. 

“When we did this we enjoyed it so much. It’s 
like making a collection; making a house is like 
making a dress, you just have to find all the right

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components to do it - this is just a bigger, longer, 
huger, massive bloody dress. We thought, wouldn’t 
it be fantastic to do an interior piece; make a room? 
To go to somebody’s house and find bits that we 
love and put them together, that would be great.” 

But let’s get back to the fashion. Take their AW12 
dress collection: simply cut but ingeniously designed 
- textureless texture created with cutting-edge 
printing techniques that create sequins and draping 
where there is none, on the smoothest of fabrics. 

“With the dresses there’s a fun kind of 
momentum,” says Alison. “We did exactly what we 
wanted to there, going back to the spontaneity of 
an idea. We’ve cut out talking about it and writing it 
down and just gone for the immediacy of the idea.” 

“It was us just shutting up and getting on with an 
idea,” interjects Antoni. “Because we do chat a bit!” 

“And the technology,” continues Alison. “We’ve 
always used that kind of technology, printing, but 
suddenly it’s got really good, and that’s when you 
can really work with it, that’s where couture quality 
comes into it. They’re pieces that are quite arty, 
so they work. And there’s definitely something 
happening - Fenwick has got waiting lists.” 

And what’s in store for spring-summer? 

[As Living South was heading for the printers, they 
were gearing up to launch September’s SSI3 LFW.] 

“It’s new work,” says Antoni. “We’ve just called it 
New Work, and it will be new work. Our last show 
was just called Models Walking Up and Down 
in Dresses, so you know.” 

“We don’t like to give much away,” adds Alison. 
“But it will be very colourful.” 

“It’s not just about colour,” adds Antoni. “It’s 
about every colour. We just thought, let’s do 
everything, then they can’t say there’s a trend for 
purple or whatever!” he laughs. 

And there you have it: soft anarchy Antoni 
& Alison style. Long may it continue. } 

Antoni & Alison have lined up a nunnber of 25th 
anniversary treats: a one-off lecture at the V8A on 19 
October; Ye Olde Worlde Super Modern Tea Room 
opens above the Rosebery Avenue shop (EC1) in 
October; the limited-edition Plain Fancy Birthday 
Dress goes on sale. See antoniandalison.co.uk

Local charity CoolTan Arts is collaborating with Southwark News 
on a special project to celebrate the Charles Dickens bicentennial 
Sandy Dhaliwal discovers some of the writer’s links with the area 




S outhwark-based mental health-awareness 
charity CoolTan Arts is collaborating 
with Southwark News to celebrate the 
bicentennial anniversary of Charles Dickens. A team 
of volunteers has created The Dickens News, 
an original eight-page newspaper and 
exhibition inspired by Dickens’ first 
novel The Pickwick Papers. 

The committed group, from a 
diverse range of backgrounds, 
has taken on a range of roles 
including curation, photography, 
research and oral history to 
produce the works. 

The paper will be published in 
November, while the companion 
exhibitions will be held over the 
coming year at CoolTan Arts, The 
Cuming Museum, Southwark Cathedral and 
The Charles Dickens Museum. They will examine 
the relevance of the author’s work today, as well 
as bringing to life and contemporising characters 
created by the author. 

Michelle Baharier, CEO of CoolTan Arts, said: “We 
are so excited to play such a key part of celebrating 
Charles Dickens’ bicentenary. This is a fantastic 
opportunity for our participants and volunteers to 






work together with the local community, learning 
about the history and life of Dickens in Southwark.” 

Articles, poetry and illustrations will investigate 
Dickens’ early years in Southwark, comparing and 
contrasting issues from Dickensian London to 
the modern day. The themes explored 
will include ethnic minorities, 

LGBT, mental health, sex workers, 
homelessness, Dickens’ links 
with Southwark, his hostel 
for homeless women and his 
relationship with fellow artists. 

It will also include the recycling 
industry of London’s poor: the 
Mud Larks, Rag & Bone collectors. 
Toshers and pick pockets. 

So, what have some of the 
volunteers learned so far? 

“1 didn’t know that Dickens had a long¬ 
term mistress who lived in Nunhead called Nelly 
Ternan,” says Eva Megias. “Apparently she lived in 
Linden Grove and Dickens bought this house for her 
under the pseudonym Charles Tringham!” 

Another volunteer, Dani Berg, said: “Apparently 
many streets in Borough are named after Dickens 
and his characters because a keen council worker 
in the 1930s was a big Dickens fan.”

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This Heritage Lottery-funded project 
has given CoolTan Arts’ participants 
and volunteers the chance to gain 
all the skills necessary for creating 
their own newspaper. The charity 
worked closely with The Cumin and 
Dickens museums for the research 
and development of the project. In 
addition, the group participated in 
creative writing training with author 
Aoife Mannix, oral history with 
Verusca Calibra from the Oral History 
Society and journalism training with 
Kevin Quinn, Managing Director of 
the Southwark News. 

Adrian Whyatt, a project volunteer, 
said: “This has deepened and 
extended my knowledge of the 
area and its centrality to London 
as a whole. It has shown that the 
issues raised by Dickens, especially 
around poverty and social exclusion 
and mental health, inequality and 
exploitation are becoming more and 
more relevant in the present day.” 

Dickens’ work reflected the 
hardship experienced in Victorian 
London and if he were alive today the 
charity believes his characters would 
reflect the ethnic minorities, LGBT 
and the mentally distressed. 

Ms Baharier added: “CoolTan Arts 
chose to develop this Dickens project 
to revaluate where we are more 
than 150 years on from the Lunacy 
Acts. Dickens himself campaigned 
to improve the lives of people with 


mental distress. Today CoolTan Arts 
would have made a great stopping 
point for Dickens as he could have 
joined and supported us in our work.” 

Dickens’ characters were often 
eccentric, and many have been 
deemed to have experienced 
mental disorders. Dickens’ himself 
experienced melancholia, now known 
as depression. He spent time observing 
people in Victorian asylums, writing 
about the inhumane treatment and 
in turn creating authentic characters. 

Kevin Quinn of Southwark News 
said: “We regard Charles Dickens as 
a local lad and we’re really excited 
to work with CoolTan Arts in marking 
his bicentenary. The work CoolTan 
Arts is doing in helping those with 
mental health issues and transforming 
people’s perception of mental health 
can never be underestimated. 

“The works of Dickens are littered 
with references to the issues and 
the author’s own experiences, 
especially in his night-time walks 
through the capital, which are just 
as relevant today as they were over 
100 years ago.” } 

The corresponding exhibitions run 
25 Oct-14 Dec at The Cuming 
Museum, 4 Dec-14 Jan at Southwark 
Cathedrai, 18 Feb-23 June at The 
Dickens Museum and dates TBC at 
The Moriey Gaiiery and CooiTan Arts.

Top five facts: 

Dickens in Southwark 

• Dickens’ journals recorded 
visits he made to the Ancient 
Society of College Youths in 
the bell tower of what was 
then St Saviour’s church, now 
Southwark Cathedral. 

• Dickens resided in Lant Street, 
Southwark in 1824 while still a 
child, in a house that belonged 
to the Vestry Clerk of St 
George’s Church. 

• Dickens’ father was imprisoned 
in the Marshalsea debtors’ 
prison in Southwark in 1824. 
Dickens later used the prison 
as a setting in Little Dorrit. 

• A commemorative statue was 
installed this year to mark 
Dickens’ 200th birthday on the 
corner of Blackfriars Road and 
Union Street. It is a recreation 
of the original Dog and Pot 
sign that Dickens passed as 
he walked home from work in 
a blacking factory in Charing 
Cross. 

• Dickens was a regular visitor of 
the Dulwich Club which used 
to meet at The Greyhound in 
Dulwich Village, which stood 
opposite the site of the present 
Crown & Greyhound. 
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As our capital laps up the world’s 
admiration, London Lifestyle 
Awards founder Jason Gale tells 
Mark Kebble why they were 
celebratihg right from the off 


There are few places in London that can match The 
Hurlingham Club for opulent surroundings. On this 
particular day in early September, the sun that was 
missing for much of the summer is shining bright 
and the grounds are bathed in a glorious glow. As 
various gardeners tend to hedges and lawns, 1 am 
sitting outside the East Wing with the London Lifestyle 
Awards founder Jason Gale, who 
for their third year celebrating the 
capital has upped sticks from the 
Riverbank Park Plaza to bring the 
event to SW6 on 17 October. 

“With 2012 being London’s 
year,” he begins, looking relaxed 
and tanned from a recent break 
to the coast of Italy, “we felt we 
had to do something that was 
traditionally British and very 
London. We looked at a host 
of venues - and we were very 
pleased with the Riverbank Park 
Plaza - but this just seemed very 
English, and it has been a part 
of the London establishment for a long time. The last 
couple of years felt very glamorous and this oozes 
glamour. This year had to feel like a step up.” 

This year will feel very different for a host of reasons. 
After all, the build-up to the 2011 event was blighted 
by the London riots, which may have put a real 
dampener on something that was all about celebrating 
the capital. “We still did celebrate,” Jason points out, 
“we celebrated the people that stood up against all the 


bad things that happened. Pauline Pearce [dubbed 
the Heroine of Hackney for refusing to back down to 
rioters] appeared, for example. It’s strange to say it, but 
in a way that standing up to people really helped the 
Olympics - people started saying ‘Leave our city alone’ 
and ‘This is a great city’. This year, the whole world 
knows that London is a great city.” 

Typical Brits perhaps, but it’s 
safe to say - and 1 for one hold 
my hands up to this - that not 
everyone got into the spirit of 
things pre-Olympics. “There were 
cab drivers saying it would be 
a nightmare,” Jason says with 
a knowing smile. “People were 
leaving London and many that 
didn’t weren’t looking forward to 
it at all. But those who went on 
holiday ended up regretting it. 

It was so smooth and so exciting, 
and London was the perfect 
backdrop for the Olympics. 1 went 
to the Olympics Stadium and it 
was great, but to see sporting events in traditional 
London attractions was brilliant to see.” 

Unsurprisingly, with the London Lifestyle Awards 
2012 shortlist recently announced, there were plenty 
of Olympic-tinged nominations. Sebastian Coe is in 
the running for Personality of the Year, as is Danny 
Boyle and BoJo (Boris Johnson to the uninitiated). But 
there are other nods to what we as a capital city have 
experienced this year: Gary Barlow is also in the same

category, no doubt thanks to his inspired planning 
behind the Diamond Jubilee Concert. The Thames 
Diamond Jubilee Foundation are up for Outstanding 
Contribution to London, and with so many flooding 
into the capital this year, it’s not a surprise to see some 
of the old favourites up for Best Cultural Attraction 
(The London Dungeons, ZSL London Zoo, Madame 
Tussauds London and The London Eye to name four). 

But the joy of these awards are the places that are 
real local favourites, venues that magazines like this 
constantly champion. The Half Moon Putney, for 
example, has long been a favourite for SW Londoners, 
and Lovebox is a festival that trendy East Londoners 
have been flocking to for a decade now. 

“The shortlist has got broader,” Jason nods. 

“Over the past couple of years there have been some 
surprising winners. Hootananny last year was a great 
one for us [for Best Live Venue] - and they really 
enjoyed winning it!” 

Matching the change in venue, the shortlist has also 
got bigger, with new categories and some packed to 
the rafters with nominations. “When it comes to bars 
and restaurants, we have so many great venues that 
the categories had to be bigger,” Jason explains. 

“1 have no idea who will win the restaurant category 
- and the same goes for the whole awards. This year 
is definitely the most exciting yet, and 1 want people 
to feel like a superstar coming up the drive [to the 
East Wing]. There’s that sense of occasion here.” } 

The London Lifestyle Awards 2012 take place 
on 17 October at The Hurlingham Club, with the 
show and after party all under the same roof 
Tickets for the public are still available online 
at londonlifestyleawards.com

Bright and beautiful 

How to keep your garden colourful into autumn 


Having spent the last five months 
waiting for something vaguely 
resembling summer to come along 
so the plants in my garden actually 
start flowering, I’m determined, 
now that we have finally had some 
glorious sunshine, not to let my garden 
succumb to dormancy too soon. 

In fact I’ve decided to declare 
unilaterally that autumn is the new 
spring, and to have as much colour in 
my garden as possible and enjoy it as 
much as 1 can, for as long as 1 can. 

Fortunately there are plenty of 
plants that fit the bill, and garden 
centres are brimming with colour. One 
of the best groups of plants for late 
colour in small gardens is Sedum, or 
ice plant. These are perfect for London 
gardens, thriving in clay in full sun 
but tolerating partial shade too. They 
are tough as old boots, so if you’re a 
neglectful gardener they’ll forgive you. 
And come autumn they are covered in 
fiat heads of densely packed flowers 
that are a favourite of bees. 

A few years ago there was only 
really one popular variety available, 
the aptly named ‘Autumn Joy’, but 
the plant breeders have been busy 
and now there are dozens, including 
the purple/black leaved ‘Matrona’ 
and ‘Purple Emperor’, and then even 
darker, small leaved ‘African Pearl’. 
The value of these hybrids is in the 
foliage as much as the flower, and 
they make a great foil for the hot 
orange and red flowers of Dahlias. 

If you haven’t been organised and 
planted tubers out in spring then you 
have the chance still to buy and plant 
out Dahlias as potted plants in full 
flower, and you’ll find some cracking 
bargains in garden centres right now. 

There are a host of late-season 
grasses to enjoy, too. If 1 have to pick 
one it would be Miscanthus ‘Ferner 
Osten’ (Far East). Dark red flowers, 
spectacular autumn colour and 
interesting right into winter. There. 
Autumn really is the new spring! }

1. Although it’s been 
a very wet spring, the 
last few weeks have 
been quite dry. Giving 
flowering plants some 
extra water now will 
keep them in flower for 
a little longer. 


2. Keep dead-heading 
repeat flowering roses. 
They will oarry on 
flowering until the first 
frosts if you do. 


3. Visit your looal 
garden oentre and you’ll 
find bargains aplenty 
and bags of oolour, 
including end-of-season 
annuals that will perk 
up your garden for a 
few weeks for not much 
money.

Wild at heart 

Embrace the truly beautiful game 



‘So deadened are our palates by a lifetime of dreary 
chicken breasts and steaks with all the depth of a puddle 
that we fear anything that actually thrills the gob’ 


Britain is a country blessed with game, a land 
where the serious eater is faced with a veritable 
embarrassment of riches. The grouse might resemble 
a plump, dull, dowdy old maid, but once it hits the 
skies, it’s more superhero than spinster. Partridge 
make fine sport too, hurtling over Hampshire hedges. 
Roasted in the fiercest of ovens, its meat is mild but 
never dull. 

And that’s just the start. Grass feeding widgeon, 
delicate teal, hearty mallard... ducks all, and damned 
fine too. Rabbit, bathed in mustard sauce. Hare, 
jugged and studded with bacon. Roasted haunch 
of venison, muntjac chilli and roe deer casserole. 

The list goes on and on. So does Britain embrace 
game, shouting its praises through the hills, highlands 
and fens? Of course not. So deadened are our palates 
by a lifetime of dreary chicken breasts and steaks with 
all the depth of a puddle that we fear anything that 
actually thrills the gob. 

By playing it safe, the eater is missing out on some 
of Britain’s greatest food. But the novice need not fear. 
A perfectly roasted grouse at Quo Vadis 
(quovadissoho.co.uk) comes just as it should, with 
thin gravy, game chips and spice scented bread sauce. 
Chef Jeremy Lee is a stickler for tradition, and all game 
is treated with similar respect. The taste is sweet and 
sublime, not fiercely gamey, as you’d expect. 

Rules (rules.co.uk) is the very definition of London 
institution, a place where the tablecloths are as thick 


as the claret list, and service resolutely old fashioned. 
It’s always a joy to visit the capital’s oldest restaurant 
and again, game is never mucked about, just left to 
sing its own praises. As it is at Fergus Henderson’s 
St John (stjohnrestaurant.co.uk), where you can 
devour teal, partridge, mallard, woodcock, snipe and 
hare. Mark Hix is another man who worships game, 
and you’ll find the best of the seasonal bounty at Hix 
Soho (hixsoho.co.uk) and The Albermarle at Browns 
Hotel (brownshotel.com). 

Richard Corrigan, too, is a master of his art. 

At Corrigan’s Mayfair (corrigansmayfair.co.uk), 
you’ll find all the classics, and a few more adventurous 
dishes too. But worry not. With Corrigan, it’s all about 
flavour and the joy of eating. He manages to meld the 
traditional and modern with equal aplomb. 

For those looking for something a little bit, well, 
haute, then get yourself to Brett Graham at The 
Ledbury (theledbury.com). I’m no fan of mucked 
about, Michelin star chasing food, but Graham’s food 
is nothing short of sublime. Every ingredient works 
closely with the next, creating dishes that often 
dazzle and always delight. 

Fellow game lovers will understand my passion. 

And once you have taken that first bite, there’s no 
going back. People travel from across the globe for 
the merest bite of our seasonal treats. While you, as 
Londoners, have to move no more than a mile or two. 
So forget football. This is the truly beautiful game. }

DUCK & COVEK 

Rachael Penny cooks up an autumnal duok and plum dish 



Autumn is my favourite time of year for food, thanks 
to of the fruit ripe for the picking such as figs, 
apples, blackberries and plums. This recipe, based 
on one by Jamie Oliver, combines juicy Victoria 
plums with fat crispy duck legs. 

Cooking duck legs, rather than breasts, is a great 
way to keep the cost of the dish down. But it’s 
important you get nice big duck legs rather than 
small supermarket ones that may dry out by the end 
of the cooking time. Tiy William Rose butchers. 

The end result of this slow-cooked recipe will 
leave you with duck that has thin crispy skin and 
meat that melts in the mouth. The fruit, sugar 
and spices create a rich, sticky sauce that goes 
beautifully with the duck, it is full of flavours 
but is not spicy hot. 

The smell of the plums and cinnamon wafting 
from the oven and filling the house is sure to get 
your mouth watering while everything is cooking. 

Ingredients - serves 2 

2 fat duck legs 
2 tbsp dark soy sauce 

1.5 tsp five spice (five spice is a blend of cinnamon, 
star anise, fennel, cloves and Sichuan pepper) 

4-5 star anise 
0.5 stick of cinnamon 


0.5 tbsp olive oil 

1 fresh chilli deseeded and chopped 

8 plums, halved and de-stoned 

1 tbsp Demerara sugar 

Method 

1 . Place the duck legs in a bowl with the soy sauce, 
five-spice, star anise, cinnamon stick and olive 
oil. Cover and then marinate in the fridge for at 
least two hours, ideally over night. 

2. Find a casserole dish that the duck legs fit snugly 
into, put the plums, chillies and sugar in the 
bottom of the dish and pour the marinade from 
the meat over the top. Thoroughly mix everything 
together and then put the duck legs on top. 

3 . Place the dish in an oven pre-heated at 170°C 
or Gas Mark 3 for 2-2.25 hours. 

4. Skim off some of the clear oily fat (which you can 
reserve for roasting potatoes etc) and remove the 
star anise and cinnamon stick before serving. 

5. Serve the duck leg with the plums and 
several spoonfuls of the delicious dark sauce 
accompanied by mashed potatoes (my personal 
preference), noodles or rice.

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It’s difficult to imagine an3Awhere 
more picturesque than Hisaronii 
Bay in Turkey. Located where the 
Mediterranean meets the Aegean, 
serene inky blue water is surrounded 
by lush, pine-covered mountains.

On arrival, the palatial building

Claire Empson of Daisylets on the decline 
of the accidental landlord and the rising 
rental yields to be had in Dulwich 


In the fantastic post-Olympic glow, 
it’s time to reassess the year ahead 
for many landlords who, as Daisylets 
predicted, did not reap the huge 
rewards touted in the media during 
the lead up to the Games. Always 
wanting to present a realistic and 
honest viewpoint, we had pointed 
out the pitfalls to the landlords that 
enquired with us early on in the 
proceedings. 

Red tape, legislation and logistics 
prevented many owner-occupiers 
from going on holiday and letting 
their homes for gain, and many of 
the landlords who reportedly evicted 
existing tenants to let their properties 
at five-times the usual rent would have 
been disappointed. All is not doom 
and gloom for the future though - it 
is time to take advantage of the great 
press London has been getting during 
the games and keep up the spirit of 
optimism that has swept the country! 

Now that the housing market for 
sales has been reportedly moving well 
this year, especially in areas like East 
Dulwich where properties are going 
fast, some ‘accidental’ or reluctant’ 
landlords have been starting to sell up. 
These are home owners who found 
they couldn’t or didn’t want to sell 
their own residential properties, but 
needed to upsize/downsize or move 
areas, so let them out instead.
